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This manual is intended as an aid to pupils, teachers and all 
persons desiring information on the three departments of our 
government and the territories belonging to the United States. 

It has been the intention to make it as brief as possible, yet 
full enough to make it helpful. 

The departments have been treated in such a manner that the 
reader will get a good knowledge of the machinery of our National 

and Territorial Government, yet the author has tried to avoid the 
things which in his experience in teaching he has found confus- 
ing to pupils. He has used this outline in his classes for several 
years and is publishing it now for the benefit of his classes and 
with the hope that it may be helpful to others.

State Electors are chosen at a General Election held on 
the Tuesday following the first Monday of November 
of every fourth year; the number of electors being 
equal to the number of Senators and Representa- 
tives to which the State is entitled in Congress. 
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2. The Electors meet in their respective states on the 

second Monday in January, following their election, 
and vote by ballot for President and Vice-Presrident; 
and at the same time make certificates of their vote 
and transmit the same to the President of the Senate. 

3. The Senate and House of Representatives meet in 
joint session on the second Wednesday of February 
next ensuing, and count the votes of the State Elec- 
tors, when, if there is an election, the President of 
the Senate declares who is elected President and Vice- 
President. 

4. In case there is no choice by the State Electors, the 

President is elected by the House of Representatives 
from the three candidates who received the highest 
number of electoral votes for President; in which 
election the vote is taken by States, each State hav- 
ing but one vote, and a majority of all the States 
being necessary to a choIc6.

BOARD OF HEALTH — Three physicians, one of their number 
being Superintendent, appointed by Governor and Council. 
The duties being to promote the general health by pre- 
venting spread of diseases and making such rules as will 
accomplish it. 

BOARD OF PHARMACY — Three pharmacists appointed by 
Governor from persons recommended by Territorial Asso- 
ciation of Pharmacy. Members of Board must have at least 
ten year's experience. 

BOARD OF DENTAL EXAMINERS— Five dentists of at least 
two years experience appointed by Grovernor. 

BOARD OF EQUALIZATION— Governor, Secretary and Audi- 
tor. Their meeting is the last of June and their duty is 
to equalize assessments between counties. 

BOARD OF CANVASSERS— Governor, Secretary, Attorney 
General. Auditor and Treasurer. Meet on Monday preceed- 
ing the last Wednesday in November and examine the 
returns sent in by. the County Clerks, also determine who 
is elected Delegate to Congress and who have been elected 
members of the Assembly and such other matters that 
have been submitted to the voters. The Secretary makes 
out certificates of election to persons the Board declare 
elected. 

BOARD OF RAILROAD ASSESSORS— Governor, Secretary 
and Auditor. Assess the railroads of the Territory. 
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BANKING BOARD — Governor, Secretary, Attorney General. 
Auditor and Treasurer. Examine the reports and condi- 
tions of the banks through the Bank Commissioner. 

BOARD OF SCHOOL LAND COMMISSIONERS— Governor, 
■Secretary and Auditor. Examine and recommend to the 
Secretary of the school land office needful and helpful 
changes in renting and collecting rents and see that busi- 
ness of the school land office is being carried on properly. 

BOARD OF REGENTS FOR UNIVERSITY PREPARATORY 
SCHOOL — Governor and two members appointed by Gov- 
ernor and Council. 

BOARD OF REGENTS FOR AGRICULTURAL AND NOR- 
MAL UNIVERSITY (COLORED)— Three members ap- 
pointed by Grovernor and Council, and the Territorial Su- 
perintendent and the Treasurer. 

BOARD OF REGENTS FOR AGRICULTURAL AND ME- 
CHANICAL COLLEGE — Governor and five members ap- 
pointed by Governor and Council. 

BOARD OF REGENTS FOR UNIVERSITY— Governor and 
five members appointed by the Governor and Council.

Three members appointed by the Governor and Council 
and the Territorial Superintendent and Treasurer.

TIME — Regular election in November of even years. 

QUALIFICATIONS— Citizen of the United States; inhab- 
itant of Oklahoma one year and of district six months;

called by the Governor in the district.

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BILLS BECOME LAWS— (when)

1. JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT OF OKLAHOMA- 
GRADES OF COURTS— Four. Supreme, District, Probate 
Justices of the peace. 

JURISDICTION— As defined by law. 

JUDGES — One grade, the District Judges being the Supreme 
Court Justice. 

2. APPOINTMENT— By the President and Senate of the 
United States for four years. 

SALARY — $4,000 per year. 

QUALIFICATIONS— A citizen of the United States learned in 
the law. 

DISTRICT COURT. 
DUTIES — Each Judge holds usually two regular terms of 
Court in each County of District, and possibly special 
terms each year. He tries Federal. Territorial and Civil 
cases. 

FEDERAL CASES— United States Attorneys prosecute 
the cases and the United States Marshal has charge 
of prisoners and serves papers and writs. (Federal 
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Grand Jury is composed of 16 men; 12 may return an 
indictment.) 

TERRITORIAL CASES— County Attorney Is prosecuting 
attorney and Sheriff takes charge of prisoners and 
serves papers. 

SUPREME COURT— 

The seven District Judges or a majority of them 
hold two regular sessions twice each year at Guth- 
rie. They try cases appealed from the District 
Court and other matters which are referred direct- 
ly to them. 

Each Judge appoints his district clerk and stenographer.

JURORS— 



All persons eligible to act as jurors are chosen by the judges 
and inspector at the regular election. Each judge and in- 
spector choosing at least one from each ward or precinct. 
The names are then sent to the County Cleric and from the 
names filed the grand and petit juries are chosen by the 
Sheriff. The first chosen being the grand jury consisting 
of not less than twelve nor more than sixteen men. The 
petit jury consisting of twelve men. 

ELIGIBILITY — Male citizens residing in the Territory, being 
over twenty-one years old, of sound mind, not being judge 
of any court, sheriff, coroner, attorney engaged in practice, 
drunkards, jailer, or a criminal. 

EXEMPT — Persons over sixty years old, ministers. Probate 
Judge, County Commissioners, Register of Deeds, physi- 
cians, teachers, postmasters and mail carriers. All persons 
mentioned may claim their exemption if they desire. 
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NUMBER — Grand jury twelve, not more than sixteen men. 
Petit jury consists of twelve men. 
Justice' jury consists of six men. 

FEES — Jurors in district court receives $2.00 per day and five 
cents a mile each way groing and coming from court. Jurors 
in Justice court receive fifty cents a day. Witness fees in 
any court is $1.50 per day and 5 cents a mile in going and 
returning from the court.

COUNTY GOVERNMENT- 
COUNTY — Is a body corporate and politic and is empowered 
to: 

1. Sue and be sued. 

2. To purchase, hold real and personal property for use of 

the County and lands sold for taxes. 

3. To sell and convey real and personal property of the 

County according to law. 

4. To make contracts for County. 

5. To exercise such other duties as may be provided by 

law. 

WHY ORGANIZED— To attend to the business and duties both 
political and social which is sure to come up between dif- 
ferent communities. Public highways are very important. 
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When e^^ensive bridges are to be built, important roads to 
be constructed, in caring for the poor and other important 
matters of more than local concern, the County through 
officers elected by the people can best manage and carry 
on the work. 

ORGANIZATION — In Oklahoma, Counties were organized^ 
County lines and County seats established by an act of 
Congress through the Secretary of the Interior. In all the 
Counties, County officers were appointed by the Governor 
until the first election. 

ELECTION — County officers are elected Tuesday after first 
Monday in November of even years. 

TERM — Two years. 

QUALIFICATIONS — All officers must be citizens of the United 
States; residents of the Territory six months and twenty^ 
one years old. 

VACANCIES — Commissioners appoint some one to fill out 
term except in vacancy of County Commissioner, which 
place is filled by appointment of Governor. All appoint- 
ments to fill vacancies in County offices must be fron\ 
same political party as the person holding the otSLce. 

OFFICERS — Three Commissioners, Clerk, Treasurer, Sheriff. 
Attorney, Register of Deeds, Probate Judge, Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, Coroner, Surveyor and Public 
Weigher. 

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS- 
NUMBER — Three in each County, County being divided 
into three district and one being fleeted from each dls« 
trict. 

SESSIONS — Must be four each year, being on first Mon- 
day in January, April, July and August and such 
special sessions as the rri i n mtnnrtni^iliil jflotni necesflary. 
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DUTIES— 

1. Have supervision of property and general business 
of County. 

2. Lets contracts for new and repairs old bridges. . 

3. Levy the County tax. 

4. Furnishes supplies to County officers. 

5. Audits the accounts of County officers. 

6. Lays out and organizes Townships. 

7. Constitute the County Board of Canvassers.

8. Order and regulate all distribution of property 
or estates of deceased persons. 

9. Has same jurisdiction as District court in cases 

where amount in controversy is not over $1,000 
except in matters of equity. 

10. In criminal cases, not felonies, in which pun- 

ishment does not exceed fine of $1,000 or im- 
prisonment for one year. 

11. Jurisdiction over disposition of government 
towns! tes. 

TERM — There are regular terms of the Probate Court 
on the first Monday in January, March, May, July, 
September and October and hearing may be had 
at the pleasure of the Judge. 

SALARY — The Probate Judge may retain fees for his 
salary according to the following schedule: 
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In Counties of 10,000 or less $1,000. 

In Counties of 10,000—18,000 $1,200. 

In Counties of over 18,000 $1,600. He may also 

have allowed according to law, clerk hire. 

BOND — A bond to be given and approved by the County 
Clerk according to the population of the County. In 
Logan County the bond required is $5,000. 

QUALIFICATIONS — Must be twenty-five years old; 
a licensed lawyer and must have practiced law at 
least three years. 

SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION- 
DUTIES— 

1. Has general supervision of the schools of the 
County. 

2. Must visit each school in County once each year 
and make helpful suggestions to teachers. 

3. Hold Normal Institutes. 

4. Fills vacancies in the School Boards of the 

County. 

5. Apportions Territorial and County school fund 
among the schools of the County. 

6. With help of the County Examining Board hold 

examinations for teachers' certificates on last 
Friday and Saturday in January, April and Octo- 
ber and at the close of the Normal Institute. 

7. May change boundaries upon petition. 

QUALIFICATIONS— Must be a graduate of some insti- 
titution of learning or the holder of a First Grade Cer- 
tificate. 

BOND — Of $1,000 to be approved by the County Commis- 
sioners. 
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SALARY — Depends upon the population. In Counties of 
1,000—1,500 persons of school age, $480.00. 

In Counties of 1,500 or more of school age, $800.00 
and $18.00 for each additional hundred. The sal- 
ary not to exceed $1,200. 

In Counties of less than 1,000 school children $3.00 
a day but the Superintendent's work shall not 
exceed one hundred days. 

COUNTY EXAMINING BOARD— 

Shall consist "of County Superintendent and two assist- 
ant examiners appointed by County Commissioners 
on recommendation of County Superintendent, they 
having same qualification as Superintendent. 

SALARY — $3.00 per day not to exceed five days in any 
quarter of the year. 

DUTIES — Shall give examinations at times stated above. 
Questions to be furnished by the Territorial Superin- 
tendent and shall issue three grades of certificates. 

FIRST GRADE — A person must be twenty- one years 
of age, must have taught successfully twelve 
school months and must have averaged ninety 
per cent and not fallen below seventy per cent in 
Orthography, Grammar, Composition, Writing, 
Reading, Arithmetic, Physiology, Geography, 
United States history. Theory and Practice, Civil 
Grovernment, Bookkeeping, Physics, Stimulants 
and Narcotics. 

SECOND GRADE — A person must be eighteen years 
old, must have taught successfully three school 
months and must have averaged on examination, 
eighty per cent and not have fallen below sixty 
in any branch, taking all subjects required for first 
grade except Bookkeeping and Physics. 
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THIRD GRADE — ^A person must be sixteen years 
old and must have averaged in examination 
seventy per cent and not have fallen below fifty 
per cent in any branches. Must take all subjects 
prescribed for First Grade except Civil Govern- 
ment, Bookkeeping and Physics. A person may 
not receive a Third Grade certificate but twice. 

CORONER- 
DUTIES— 

1. Shall act as Sheriff in case of vacancy or if sher- 
iff be charged with crime the Coroner will make 
the arrest. 

2. Shall hold inquests over bodies of persons whose 
cause of death is unknown. 

3. Has power to summon persons to act as witness- 

es or jury when an inquest is necessary. 

4. When person is charged with crime by jury at in- 

quest Coroner causes warrant to be iffued for his 

arrest. 

5. In case of vacancy of Coroner, a Justice of Peace 

shall act. 

SALARY — For serving papers and issuing summons the 
same fees will be allowed as sheriff. He shall also 
receive $4.00 per day for holding inquests and ten 
cents mileage. 

BOND — $5,000 — ^$10,000 with two sureties to be approved 
by the County Commissioners and filed with the 
County Clerk. 

SURVEYOR- 
DUTIES— 

1. Shall make surveys, plans and estimates for 
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bridges or other public works, when required by 
the County Commissioners. 

2. Shall also make surveys of all land within County 

when requested by the owner, or by District or 
by Probate Court. 

3. Shall keep his office open one day each week in 
Counties of over five thousand inhabitants. 

SALARY — Shall receive fees fixed by law for making 
plats, reports and records of surveys and $5.00 per 
day for time actually employed on work for the 
County. 

BOND — Of $1,000 to be approved by the Board of County 
Commissioners. 

COUNTY WEIGHER- 
DUTIES— 

1. Shall inspect and weigh all hay, grain, seed, 

stock, cotton and other articles brought to him 
according to the standard weights of the United 
States. 

2. Shall make a record of their weight and the con- 
dition of it. 

3. Shall furnish certificates of such weight and con- 

ditions df it to any person applying for it. 

4. He shall furnish the neceissary books^ blanks, 
office and scales which shall be his own private 
property when he retires from office. 

SALARY — Shall receive from such persons weighing ten 
cents for each load or part of load and ten cents for 
each bale of cotton. 

BOND — Of $l,t)00 with two sureties to be approved by 
thi5 County Commissioners. 
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TOWNSHIP GOVERNMENT. 

TOWNSHIP — Is a part of a County organized and bounded by 
the County Commissioners using as the basis the muni- 
cipal township and in most counties the lines are the same 
as congressional townships. ^ 

POWERS — Each township is a body politic and corporate, 
and may sue and be sued and may make all contracts 
and attend to all duties through the proper township of- 
ficers which is necessary for the exercise of its corpo- 
rate powers. 

OFFICERS — Trustee, (who is also Assessor) Clerk, Treas-' 
urer, two constables, two Justices of the Peace and one 
Road Overseer in each road district of the Township. 

ELECTION AND TERM — Tuesday after first Monday in No- 
vember of even years, who shall hold their office for two 
years. 

QUALIFICATIONS — Must be legal voter in Township and 
no Justice of the Peace shall hold his ofi[ice in or over a 
saloon or oflfice with an Attorney. 

VACANCIES — Shall be filled by the County Commissioners 
until the next election. 

TOWNSHIP BOARD— Shall consist of the Trustee. Clerk 
and Treasurer and in organizing one of their number 
shall be elected Chairman. 

DUTIES— 

1. The Chairman shall sign all orders of the Board. 

2. Examine and pay all accounts against the 

County. 

3. Levy the taxes for th^ Township roads and 

bridges. 
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4. Build bridges of the township providing they are 
not over twenty feet in length. 

6. Divide the Township into road districts which 
shall not be over nine square miles. 

TOWNSHIP TREASURER- 
BOND — ^Shall give bond with two sureties, amount to be 
approved by the County Commissioners and filed 
with the County Clerk. 

DUTIES — 

1. Shall receive and take care of all Township 

money. 

2. Shall pay out Township money on order of the 
Township Board. 

3. Shall make report at stated time of the financial 

condition of the Township and disbursment of 
money to County Commissioners. 

4. Shall keep open for inspection the books, papers, 
vouchers and records for County Commissioners, 
the Township officers and all persons* holding 
obligations against Township. 

TOWNSHIP CLERK- 
BOND — ^Of at least $200.00 with two sureties to be ap- 
proved by the County Commissioners. 

DUTIES— 

1. Shall keep open for inspection his books and rec- 
ords. 

2. Shall publish the report of the Trustee in the 
proper manner. 

3. Shall send to the County Commissioners after the 
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ORGANIZATION — It Is formed by the County Superintend- 
ent and constitutes a district when the District Officers 
have Qualified and sient their acceptance to the County 
Superintendent. 

OFFICERS — Director, Clerk and Treasurer. Each one is 
elected for three years at the annual meeting held the 
second Tuesday in July, arranged so that one member 
is elected each year. The Clerk is elected this year. (1904.) 

QUALIFICATION OF VOTERS—All persons twenty-one 
years old who are citizens of the Territory and of the 
United States, or who have declared their intention, and 
are residents of the District. 

VACANCIES — Are filled by appointment of the County Su- 
perintendent. 

POWERS OF DISTRICT MEETING — 



1. To appoint a Chairman if Director is absent. 

2. To adjourn from time to time. 

3. To choose the District Board who shall possess the 
power of voters. 

4. To • choose site for school house and it must not be 
over one- half mile from the center of district.

tenance of school and to provide and keep in repair 
a school house.

FUNDS AVAILABLE — For schools from three sources: 

1. Direct tax on property of the district. 

2. Money from fines, marriage licenses and County 
school fund, which may be a one per cent tax levied 
by County Commissioners for schools. 

3. Money from rent of school lands in Territory which 

is apportioned according to number of school children 
of school age in Territory. The fund this year (1904) 
amounts to $220,187.85 for the County schools and 
over $400,000, which is $1.15 per capita for all school 
land rentals. 
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CITY AND TOWN ORGANIZATION— 

In Oklahoma the towns are classified as Cities of the first 
class and incorporated towns according to the population. All 
towns having a population of twenty- five hundred or over 
are classed as Cities of the first class and under are classed 
as a town or village. The method of incorporating a town is 
as follows: 

1. Must have census taken and plat made of territory 

to be embraced in town. 

2. Must post notice of such census and plot in public 
place for at least thirty days. 

3. A petition must be presented to the County Commis- 

sioners signed by at least one-third of the qualified 
voters of the territory embraced in plot. 

4. Commissioners then call election for people in dis- 
trict to vote on the proposition. 

5. Commissioners may then incorporate the town if the 
proposition receives a majority vote. 

6. Inspectors, who hold the election must divide the 

town in not ,less than three or more than seven 
wards. 

7. An election may then be called by the Inspector to 
choose town oflficers. Ten day's notice being given of 
such election. 

OFFICERS ELECTED — Are a trustee from each ward. 
Clerk, Treasurer, Assessor, Marshal and Justice of 
the Peace. After first election oflftcers are elected each 
year the first Monday in May, the Trustees electing any 
oflflcers in case of a vacancy. 

POWERS AND DUTIES OF TRUSTEES— 

1. Organize fire companies. 

2. Lay out streets and cause sidewalks to be built. 

3. Prohibit gambling. 
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4. Stop stock from running at largre. 

5. Appoint street commissioners. 

6. Assess tax annually not to exceed one-half per cent, 

and collect dog and poll tax. 

7. Regulate the sale of intoxicating liquors and estab- 

lish such other regulations for the government of 
their town that does not conflict with the laws of 
;f the Territory. 

METHOD OF INCORPORATING A CITY OF THE FIRST 
J^ CLASS— 

Must have census taken and plot made of territory 
to be embraced in City and a petition signed by a 
majority of the Qualified voters of the district and 
must present it to the Oovernor asking that he pro-' 
claim it a city of the First Class. If the Governor findd 
upon Investigation that the facts set forth are true, he 
proclaims it a City of the First Class and calls for an 
election within thirty days to choose officers for. the 
City. 

OFFICERS ELECTED — Are Mayor, Clerk, Treasurer, Attor- 
ney, Marshal, Assessor, Police Judge, Street Commission- 
er, Treasurer of School Board, two Councilmen and two 
members of the School Board from each ward. 

ELECTION— Annually, the first Tuesday in April. All offi- 
cers being elected for two years except one councilman 
and one member of the School Board who are elected an- 
nually. 

iiUALIFICATIONS— City officers must be qualified voters of 
the City and Councilmen and members of the School 
Board from the ward from which elected. 

SALARY — Of all officers is fixed by the council but no coun- 
cilman can receive more than $50.00 a year. 
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VACANCIES — ^Are filled by the council except in the office 
of Mayor or School Board, the latter vacancies being 
filled by the Board of Education and the Mayor's place 
being filled by a special election unless there is not more 
than ninety days in term, then the President of the coun- 
cil acts as Mayor and at all other times when Mayor is 
absent. 

MAYOR— 

POWERS AND DUTIES—

PHILIPPINES — Are subject to the conttrol of Congress. 
The government was military until the Philippine 
Civil Government Law was passed in 1902. The Pres- 
ident exercises his authority through the Philippine 
Commission whi6h is composed of five men of which 
Luke E. Wright, of Tennessee is President. 

CIVIL GOVERNMENT LAW— Provides for con- 
tinuance of the Commission and also a legrislative 
body consisting of an Assembly, its members to be 
appointed by the United States government. Also 
a House of Delegates elected by voters and they 
must be able to speak English and Spanish and 
have a certain amount of property. These legris- 
lative bodies are not to be established until two 
years after a census is taken, such census being 
authorized by the Civil Government Law. All 
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acts passed by the above bodies are to be approved 
by the "Onlted States government. 

GUAM and WAKE Island and the SAMOAN group are 
governed by the Naval authorities of the United 
States. 

SULU ISLANDS — ^Were taken under the proteceion of 
the United States in August, 1890, by a treaty with 
the Sultan. The United States recognized their native 
government and allowed their inhabitants to retain 
it not even interferring with .the institution of slavery 
and polygamy but the slaves may buy their freedom 
if they choose. 

CUBA — Has a republican form of government under the 
protection of the United States. The inhabitants of 
Cuba are entitled to all privileges of a free people not 
conflicting with the following conditions: 

1. Cuba shall not contract debts beyond her abil- 
ity to pay. 

2. United States shall intervene in case of do- 
mestic Insurrection or foreign invasion. 

3. Cuba shall continue in the sanitation of her 

cities. 

4. Shall leave to future treaty the status of the 
Isle of Pines. 

5. United States shall be able to lease from Cuba 

coaling and naval stations. 

6. Cuba shall not make treaty or enter into con- 
tracts with foreign nations without the con- 
sent of the United States. The president of the 
Cuban republic is T. Etrada Palma. 

ALASKA— 

Executive department is vested in Governor, Attorney 
General, Surveyor General and ex-offlcio Secre- 
tary. 

LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT— Vested in a com- 
plete code of civil laws for Alaska enacted by 
Congress in 1900. No legislature. 
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JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT— Is vested in three Dis- 

. trict.Jji.dges,.saia.ry being $5,000.00 per year. 
GOVERNOR — Is John G. Brady. SaJary is $3,000.00. 

A BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INDIAN TERRITORY 
GOVERNMENT. 
Without doubt the first inhabitants of the Indian Territory were 
the "Five Civilized Tribes" of Indians. They are the highest type 
of the North American Indians and consists of the Creeks, Semi- 
noles Choctaws Cherokees, and Chickasaws. Their country ex- 
tended from Virginia to the Mississippi and the southern part 
of the United States and they were removed to the Indian Ter- 
ritory between 1830 and 1840. They were always different from the 
other American Indians in that they were a domestic people who 
believed in cultivating the laiid and having a permanent abode 
and lived in houses. These tribes caused the United States a great 
deal of trouble and freauent were the expeditions sent against 
them for outrages against the whites in that part of the country 
and in these Indian Wars, Andrew Jackison "won his spurs," i. e., 
he established a reputation as a great fighter. The reason 
for these Indian outbreaks were not only the Indians' distrust of 
the white man but also the fact that they had sworn allegiance 
to England and they were slow in transferring their friendship 
to the United States. 

They were true to their friends, however, as was shown in their 
relation to Oglethorpe, the founder of the Georgia colony and his 
people who settled in the borders of their lands and established 
one of the most prosperous and rich States. 

It is not strange that these people became so despondent that 
many of their number died of a broken heart when it became 
known that the government intended to move them to the Indian 
Territory which was looked upon by them as a "place of exile" 
and one-fourth of their number never reached the Territory and 
it was many years before they regained what they had lost in 
the removal. 

There never has been a unified government for the Indian Ter- 
ritory, until within the last eight years the "Five Tribes" were 
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looked upon as an independent "nation" controlling its own 
people and property except in its treaty relations. They had a 
republican form of government, tribal courts, legislatures and 
civil processes similiar to our Territory governments. Each 
"Nation" decided the requirements for citizenship. The treaties 
with the government acknowledged the supremacy of the United 
States and provided for the interferance of the Uhited States 
in the affairs of the different trit)es. 

The treaties provided that white men must have consent of 
Indians before he could settle in the Territory. It was largely due 
to the Indians that they came so fast, for the Indian was glad 
to lease his lands to the white man and live without work and 
the result has been bad for the Indian for the whites acquired 
citizenship there by marriage and soon with those of mixed blood 
became the owners of much property obtaining by fraud or by 
leases from the Indians, farm lands and town lots for a number 
of prosperous towns. Town governments were organized and 
given right of taxation by Curtis act of 1898. 

The fact that the Indian Territory is unorganized territory gives 
the entire authority to the President and Congress. 

THE EXECUTIVE AUTHORITY— Is vested in Congress and the 
President through the Interior Department, and the man who 
represents the Interior Department is J. Blair Shoenfelt. The 
executive authority of each Nation is vested in a Governor 
or principal chief of a tribe, but they have practically no 
kuthority except to sigh deeds and approve acts of the Indian 
council, which are confined to appropriation acts for the sup- 
port of their schools and to pay their councils, etc. 

THE PRINCIPAL CHIEF of the Cherokee Nation is W! C. Rogers, 
headquarters at Tahlequah; residence at Talala. 

THE PRINCIPAL CHIEF of the Creek Nation is Pleasant Porter; 
headquarters at Muskogee; residence at Okmulgee. 



THE GOVERNOR of the Chickasaw Nation is D. H. Johnson, 
headquarters and residence at fishomingb. 
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THE PRINCIPAL CHIEF of the Choctaw Nation is Green Mc- 
Curtaln, headquarters at Tuskahoma; residence at Kinta on 
Fort Smith and Western R. R. 

THE PRINCIPAL CHIEF of the Seminole Nation is Hulbutta 
Micco, headquarters and residence at Wewoka. 

LEGISLATIVE AUTHORITY— is vested in Congress, however, 
each Indian Nation can pass such acts as they may see prpper, 
which becomes effective when approved by the President of 
the United States. Indian Appropriation act of June 7, 1897. 

JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT— On March 1, 1889, Congress estab- 
lished a court in the Indian Territory. Congress again legis- 
lated upon the subject on May 2, 1890, in the Organic act of 
Oklahoma and again on March 1, 1895, in which the Indian 
Territory was for the first time divided into three districts 
with three separate judges, three district, attorneys, three 
marshals, clerks, etc. 

Since that time a great deal of legislation is to be found 
in the different appropriation bills. One of the important acts 
is the appropriation bill of June 27th, 1897. Then came the 
Curtis bill, approved June 25th, 1898, which was an act for 
the protection of the people in the Indian Territory, etc. 

The Indian Appropriation Act of 1897 provided for the 
appointment of an additional judge at large. Then came the 
treaties with the different Indian, tribes under which the affairs 
of the Indian Territory are being wound up, that is, the indi- 
vidual allotments are being made. In the Appropriation Act 
of 1902, the Indian Territory is divided into four judicial dis- 
tricts, and Congress at the last session passed an act increas- 
ing the number of judges to eight, one, each, for the four 
districts. 

JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT — ^Is vested in the tribal courts among 
the "Five Nations" which have jurisdiction among their own 
people, but this has been greatly modified by congressional 
legislation. At present the tribal courts exist only in the 
Chickasaw, Choctaw and Seminole nations. The tribal courts 
were abolished in the Cherokee and Creek Nations by the 
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Curtis act 1898. In the Creek, Cherokee and Seminole Na- 
tions all persons are amenable to the laws of the United 
States and the laws of the States of Arkansas put in force in 
the Indian Territory, and the United States* courts enforce 
them. The tribal courts have no relation to the United States 
courts and enforce no tribal laws. 

There is neither a district nor a circuit court in the Indian 
Territory. It is simi)ly the United States court for the Indian 
Territory and the court of appeals of the Indian Terrftory 
consists of the four original judges of the districts, namely, 
Chas. W. Raymond of the western; Jos. A. Gill of the north- 
ern; Wm. H. H. Clayton of the central; and Hosea Townsend 
of the southern district. Judge Chas. W. Raymond of the 
southern district is chief Justice of. the court of appeals or 
rather presiding judge, he being oldest in commission. Pro- 
vided for by act of March 1. 1898. 

LAWS OF THE INDIAN TERRITORY— Laws of the State of 
Arkansas not in conflict with acts of Congress and treaties 
with the "Five Nations" are applicable as laid down in Mans- 
field's Digest of the Statutes of Arkansas. 

JURISDICTION OF UNITED STATES COURTS IN INDIAN 
TERRITORY— 

United States' courts have jurisdiction over all controver- 
sies arising between members of one tribe or Nation of In- 
dians and members of other tribes, and crimes committed 
against the person or member of another tribe shall be sub- 
ject to punishment in the Indian Territory as if both were 
citizens of the United States and any member of a tribe may 
claim the protection of the United States as though he were 
a citizen of the United States. 

APPEALS AND WRITS OF ERROR— May be taken and prose- 
cuted from the United States' courts in Indian Territory to 
the Supreme Court of the United States as from the circuit 
court of the United States with such exceptions and regular 
tions as Congress has made. 
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JUDGES of the United States court in the Indian Territory has 
all the powers in his district as the Governor of a state or 
territory for purposes of extradition, and the government of 
the Indian Territory is practically conducted by the courts. 
'Besides issuing requisitions, they may also hear and deter- 
mine applications for citizenship made by any Indian. (Peoria 
Indians may become citizens and not lose rights and privi- 
leges as members of their tribe). By act of May 2, 1890. 

EXTRA JUDGES — The four extra judges do not belong to the 
court of appeals and only have power to hold court at such 
places as they are assigned to, by a maj^ority of the court of 
appeals. 

T»ERE ARE FOUR JUDICIAL DISTRICTS IN THE IN- 
DIAN TERRITORY AND THE DISTRICTS AND BOUNDARIES 
ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

The Western district is taken from the Northern and Central 
districts and embraces a part of the Cherokee, Creek, Seminole 
and Choctaw Nations included in the following boundaries: 
Commencing at the northeast corner of the Creek Nation and 
running east on the line between townships nineteen and twenty 
to its intersection with the dividing line between range twenty 
and twenty-one east, thence south on said line to its intersection 
with Arkansas River, thence down the Arkansas to its intersection 
with the Cajiadian River, thence up the Canadian River to its 
intersection with the dividing line between ranges twenty and 
twenty- one, east, thence south to the intersecting line between 
townships seven and eight to the Creek Nation.

APPOINTMENT — ^Judges for Indian Territory courts are ap- 
pointed by the President and Senate for a term of four 
years. 

SALARY — $5,000.00 per year. 

Clerksf of the United States courts in the Indian Territory, 
besides their duties as clerk of the court may issue li- 
censes and solemnize marriages, must keep a record of all 
licenses issued and all marriages solemized by themselves 
knd other officers having the same right, but all marriages 
contracted according to the tribal custom of an Indian 
Nation are valid. They shall also act as ex-offlcio recorder 
of deeds witfiin their own division. 

Appointment — ^By the judge of the district. 
Bond — $5,000.00. 
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COMMISSIONERS— 

Appointed by judge of United States court. Can not be 
more than three in each district and they must be learned 
in the law. 

Shall be ex-offlcio notaries public and shall hdve power to 
solemnize marriages. 

Shall have powers as justices of the pea<ce according to 
the laws of Arkansas. 

Shall have jurisdiction where amount in controversy is 
not over $1,000. 

Appeals may be taken to the United States courts in Indian 
Territory from commissioner's decision according to the 
laws of Arkansas in justice cases. 

United States Marshals are appointed by the President and 
Senate for a term of four years. Salary, $4,000.00. and per- 
form duties similar to the sheriffs in most states. 

Such in brief is an outline of the government in the Indian 
Territory as it is today. In 1893 Congress decided that a peaceful 
dissolution of the Tribal governments and an equitable distribu- 
tion of the land among the citizens and members of the Five 
Nations mUst be brought about. 

Congress decided to try diplomacy and created the "Dawes Com- 
mission" to bring about "the dissolution of the tribal govern- 
ments, the extinguishment of the tribal title to land, the vest- 
ing of possession and title in severalty among the citizens of the 
tribes, and the assimilation of the peoples and institutions of this 
Territory to our prevailing American Standard." This commission 
was not altogether successful and in 1898 the Curtis bill was 
passed in order to straighten out the tangle in the affairs there. 
The "provisions of this act were made purposely stringent and 
sweeping" in order to bring about the result that Congress had 
set out to get at the beginning. Under this act, Indian Inspector 
J. Blair Shoenfelt is practically' Grovernor. He has charge of the 
expenditure of the tribal funds, the management of their schools, 
all leases, etc. The Dawes Commission is rapidly alloting the land 
and eighteen months will probably witness the dissolution of all 
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the tribal government of the "five civilized" tribes and at that 
time some sort of goveniment will have to be framed for the 
Indian Territory.
